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CHURCH  GROWS 

Converts  to  the  Church  rose  to  a  new  height 
during  1958,  reported  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley. 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  during 
the  recent  annual  Conference  held  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Elder  Hinckley  announced  that  33,330  converts 
joined  the  Church  during  the  past  year.  Con- 
verts in  the  foreign  missions  numbered  22,755. 
while  the  stakes  reported  8,975  conversions. 
Elder  Hinckley  also  disclosed  that  this  averaged 
out  to  4.1  converts  per  foreign  missionary  and 
1.50  converts  per  stake  missionary.  Both  of  these 
figures  represented  increases.

AARONIC 

PRIESTHOOD

In  Amos  3:7  we  read:  "Surely  the 
Lord  God  will  do  nothing  but  He 
revealeth   his   secrets   unto   His   ser- 
vants the  Prophets." 

WE  can  see  by  this  scripture 
that  the  Priesthood  has  always 
been  of  great  importance  and  it 
leads  us  to  believe  that  provision 
has  always  been,  made  by  which  the 
authority  has  been  available  to  man. 
Sacred  history  testifies  that  when- 
ever there  has  been  need  on  earth, 
for  the  Priesthood,  the  authority  to 
act  for  God  has  been  conferred  on 
man. 

In  the  book  "Teachings  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith",  we  are 
taught  that  the  Priesthood  was  first 
given  to  Adam.  President  Wilford 
Woodruff  in  his  book  "Journal  of 
Discourses",  says :  "Adam  our  first 
great  progenitor  and  father,  after 
the  fall,  received  the  Gospel  and  he 
received  the  Holy  Priesthood  in  all 
its  power,  and  its  keys  and  ordi- 
nances." 

Elder  John  A.  Widstoe  says,  "The 
plan  of  salvation,  including  the 
atoning  sacrifice  of  Jesus,  the  pur- 
pose and  powers  of  the  Priesthood 
and  the  rights  and  duties  of  man 
upon  the  earth,  whether  within  or 
without  the  Church,  was  fully  un- 
folded. Adam  the  first  earth  pupil 
of  God,  as  his  first  lesson,  learned 
about  the  eternal  philosophy  over- 
shadowing the  existence  of  man. 
When   Adam   had   been   taught   all 


this,  and  accepted  the  truth,  he  was 
baptised  even  as  men  are  baptised 
to-day,  and  he  received  all  the  other 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel  and  re- 
ceived full  authority  through  the 
Priesthood  conferred  upon  him,  to 
officiate  in  God's  name  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
man,  under  the  Great  Plan." 

As  Adam  had  children,  grand 
children  and  probably  great  grand 
children,  he  taught  them  all  very 
carefully  all  "he",  had  been  taught. 

The  Priesthood  was  handed  down 
from  father  to  son,  to  the  time  of 
Noah.  Then  after  the  floods  the 
Lord  and  His  angels  came  down  to 
earth  and  appeared  to  various  of 
the  faithful  ones  in  order  to  restore 
the  truth  and  keep  the  Gospel  alive. 
(Just  as  the  Authorities  visit  the 
members  of  the  Church  periodically 
in  order  to  encourage  them  and  keep 
their  testimonies  alive.)  This  was 
done  so  that  the  earth  might  never 
be  without  the  great  plan  and  the 
authority  of  the  Priesthood.  To 
Abraham  the  Lord  and  His  angels 
appeared  and  endowed  him  with 
authority  from  God. 

So  in  like  manner  the  Priesthood 
can  be  traced  right  down  from 
Abraham  to  Moses  who  received  it 
from  Jethro. 

Now  it  seems  that  the  children  of 
Israel  were  not  capable  of  living  up 
to  the  law  of  the  Gospel.  Therefore,

President  Joseph  M.  Jakins  was

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Virtue  Is  Its  Own 
Reward

IF 
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rpHE     introduction     of     the     "Be 

J-  Honest  With  Yourself"  Pro- 
gramme has  been  a  very  satisfying 
experience.  We  have  had  full  co- 
operation from  our  Branch  and  Dis- 
trict Officers  and  I  feel  sure  that 
this  wonderful  scheme  of  setting 
before  the  Church  the  "'full"  and 
'rich"  things  of  life  will  fulfill  its 
purpose. 

This  months  theme  "Virtue  is  its 
own  reward"  heads  the  list  in  im- 
portance, because  it  is  fundamental 
to  happiness  and  success. 

The  Prophet  Alma  placed  the  loss 
of  virtue  among  the  three  great  sins 
known  to  man — here  are  his  words, 
directed  to  his  son  Corianton  : 
"Thou  didst  do  that  which  was 
grievous  unto  me;  for  thou  didst 
forsake  the  ministry,  and  did  go  over 
into  the  land  of  Siron,  among  the 
borders  of  the  Lamanites,  after  the 
harlot  Isabel.  Know  ye  not,  my 
son.  that  these  things  are  an  abomi- 
nation in  the  sight  of  the  Lord;  yea 
most  abominable  above  all  sins  save 
it  be  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood 
or  denving  the  Holy  Ghost?"  Alma 
39:  3-5". 

We  would  do  well  to  reflect  on 
this  statement,  because  not  only  is 
the  loss  of  virtue  or  the  committing 
of  adultery  third  in  the  scale  of  sin, 
but  it  contributes  largely  to  murder 
and  the  denying  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
From  a  recent  edition  of  the  "Cape 
Times",  I  clipped  an  article  which 
tells  a  story  of  tragic  events  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  from  May 
1957  to  June  1958. 

The  Article  is  headed  "One  Family 
Killing  a  Month";  It  reads  in  part: 
''Since  May  8th  last  year  when  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Rheeder's  husband  died  from 
arsenical  poisoning — there  have  been 
19  alleged  family  killings  in  which 
29  people  have  died."  In  practically 
every  case  adultery  was  given  as  the 
primary  cause. 

When  we  add  to  this  the  thousands 
of  broken  homes  caused  by  divorces, 
in  this  country  and  others,  we  begin 
to  visualise  the  need  of  some  posi- 
tive thinking  and  teaching  on  this 
subject. 

The  home  is  the  guardian  of  vir- 
tue, and  when  it  fails  through  in- 
fidelity, "loves  counterfeit",  then 
there  is  little  left  upon  which  to 
build  a  life. 


I  appeal  to  fathers  and  mothers 
throughout  the  mission  to  be  an 
example  to  youth.  You  are  the 
architect  for  the  homes  of  your  sons 
and  daughters.  Their  marriage  will 
follow  the  pattern  of  your  marriage. 
Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown  a  member 
of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  places 
the  responsibility  squarely  on 
parents  in  these  words  :  "According 
to  statistics  there  is  one  divorce  for 
every  three  marriages  in  the  United 
States.  What  would  we  think  if 
33y%  of  all  the  ships  that  set  sail 
on  the  ocean  were  doomed  to  ship- 
wreck and  to  failure?  And  what 
would  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
company  do  if  the  cause  of  that 
failure  could  be  traced  to  the  cap- 
tain and  the  mate  who  could  not 
agree  and  work  together? 

"Many  divorces  start  before 
marriage.  We  who  wrestle  with  this 
problem  have  traced  some  of  the 
causes,  and  in  many  cases  they  lead 
back  into  the  childhood  homes  of 
the  young  couples,  who  are  now 
divorcees.  We  believe  that  proper 
parental  example  and  training  in  the 
home  would  help  to  stem  this  tide 
of  divorce.  Parents  should  teach 
their  children  by  example  and  by 
precept  and  sacredness  of  the 
marriage  covenant,  should  teach 
them  that  there  is  no  joy  in  all  the 
world  comparable  to  the  joy  that 
comes  through  happy  wedlock.  But 
like  all  blessings,  this  joy  is  pre- 
dicated upon  obedience  to  law. 

"Parents  who  fail  to  teach  their 
children  and  to  demonstrate  to  them 
what  happy  wedlock  can  mean  and 
does  mean,  are  sowing  where  their 
children  must  reap.  If  they  fail 
here,  the  ancient  edict  will  operate; 
viz:  the  sins  of  the  parents  shall  be 
visited  upon  the  children. 

"Fathers  should  teach  their  boys 
that  there  is  no  freedom  except 
through  obedience  to  law.  Children 
should  be  reared  in  disciplined 
homes  where  rules  are  obeyed  and 
the  rights  of  others  are  respected. 
Parents  should  'reprove  bedtimes 
with  sharpness'  and  then  show  an 
increase  of  love.  The  child  that  is 
pampered  in  the  home  will  expect 
to  be  pampered  after  marriage. 
Among  the  seeds  of  divorce  one  of 
the  most  prolific  is  over-indulgence. 
It  grows  into  extreme  selfishness. 
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"There  are  certain  weaknesses  in 
all  of  US  which  we  say  are  inherrenl. 
I  shall  not  attempt  to  list  them  but 
icier  to  one  or  two  that  men  and 
women  should  recognise  in  them- 
selves and  overcome  before  their 
spouse  discovers  and  magnifies  them. 

I  think  now  of  self-control.  Many 
of  the  cases  which  I  review  started 
with  uncontrolled  appetites  and 
tempers,  leading  often  to  cruelty, 
mental  and  physical.  When  in  a 
temper  the  tongue  may  be  venomous. 
The  Apostle  James  said.  "...  it  is 
an  unrulv  evil,  full  of  deadly  poison.' 
(James  3:8),  That  is  only  potential, 
but  it  is  often  true.  The  tongue 
with  which  we  say  our  prayers  and 
pledge  our  troth  is  sometimes  used 
to  wound  those  we  love  best." 

There  is  a  story  of  a  middle  aged 
couple  who  had  a  violent  quarrel  at 
breakfast  time.  In  the  early  after- 
noon they  started  for  town,  driving 
a  fine  team  of  horses.  They  had  a 
bright  shining  new  buggy  and  both 
husband  and  wife  felt  more  than  a 
little  proud  as  they  drove  along  the 
road.  Suddenly  the  wife  remembered 
the  quarrel  and  turning  to  her  hus- 
band she  said.  "John,  why  can't  we 
travel  together  like  these  horses  do?" 
John  replied.  "Mary  we  could  if 
there  was  only  one  tongue  between 
us." 

Yes.  as  Elder  Brown  has  pointed 
out.  we  sometimes  wound  those  we 
love  the  best. 

There  is  hardly  a  parent  who  does 
not  desire  the  very  best  for  their 
children.  So  often  we  look  at  con- 
ditions around  us.  particularly  as 
pertaining  to  world  affairs,  and 
wonder,  what  can  we  do  to  help 
solve  the  perplexing  problems  that 
face  us.  Too  often  I  fear  we  are 
inclined  to  feel  that  the  problem  is 
too  big  for  us  and  so  we  give  up 
trying  and  follow  along  in  the  cur- 
rent, which,  if  something  is  not  done 
to  stem  the  tide  will  lead  us  to  utter 
destruction.  What  should  our  atti- 
tude be.  is  there  something  we  can 
do.  even  though  we  mav  be  humble 
folk?  There  is  something  parents 
can  do!  They  can  build  and  create 
a  lovelv  home  and  home  life  for 
their  children.  The  home  is  the 
foundation  of  the  nation.  If  they 
were  the  kind  of  homes  the  Lord 
designed  that  they  should  be.  then 
national  and  international   problems 


would  solve  themselves.  The  leadii  g 
nations  of  the  world  are  spendirj 
billions  of  dollars  to  physically  pro- 
tect our  homes,  yet  from  the  inside 
we  are  destroying  the  very  thing  >u 
would  sacrifice  even  our  lives  to 
protect. 

A  short  time  ago  the  Reader- 
Digest  carried  this  report:  "One 
thousand  times  every  da\  in  the 
United  States  a  judges  ga\el  falls 
and  with  two  words.  'divorce 
granted",  somebody's  love  stor\ 
comes  to  an  end." 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  five  thou- 
sand homes  destroyed  in  one  se.it 

Let  us  face  the  facts;  war  isn't  the 
greatest  destructive  factor  in  the 
world.  Our  most  deadly  enenn  is 
not  Russia  or  China  or  any  other 
nation.  Our  greatest  challenge  comes 
from  within  —  a  break  down  of 
morals,  a  loss  of  the  great  and  last- 
ing virtues,  without  which  we  arc 
lost. 

Virtue  is  its  own  reward  and  that 
reward  is;  "a  quiet  conscience, 
the  right  to  answer  every  question 
without  reservation  —  the  right  to 
look  every  man  squarely  in  the  eye. 
and  every  boy  and  girl  and  woman 
also  -  -  without  an  accusing  con- 
science. It  is  the  right  to  pass  on 
to  your  children  and  your  children- 
chidlren  a  clean  record,  a  clean  heri- 
tage, a  good  name."  Further,  it 
comprehends  the  very  best  life  has 
to  offer — a  lovely  courtship,  a  happx 
marriage,  a  home  of  solidarity..  .1 
great  and  lasting  pattern  of  living, 
an  eternity  with  those  you  love:  .1 
happy  community  and  an  enduring 
nation. 

What  more  could  we  ask  for 
these  things  are  ours  if  we  are  wil- 
ling to  pay  the  price.  Father. 
Mothers.  Youths,  may  God  bless  us 
with  pure  hearts  and  minds,  that  we 
may  not  lose  our  reward,  either  in 
this  life  or  the  next.  As  a  conclud- 
ing thought  I  give  vou  a  few  liner 
from  Sigmund  Romberg's  song  en- 
titled: 

"STOUT  HEARTED  MEN" 

"Give  me  some  men  who  are  stout 
hearted  men. 

Who  will  fight  for  the  right  the\ 
adore; 

Start  me  with  ten  who  are  stout 
henrted  men. 

And  I'll  soon  give  you  ten  thou- 
sand more."

"If  you  could  have  watched 
yourself  to-night,  Jeff,  as  you 
roared  through  the  house  getting 
ready  for  your  big  date,  you  might 
understand  why  your  mother  and 
I  chuckled  when  you  finally  slam- 
med the  door  behind  you.

But  let  me  put  it 
this  way,  Jeff:  virginity  is  the  finest 
wedding  gift  a  man  and  woman  can 
give  each  other.  The  danger,  then 
is  that  a  moment's  enthusiasm  can 
shatter  everything  we've  tried  to 
teach  you  at  home  and  through 
church,  and  it  taints  the  heart  which 
some  splendid  girl  somewhere  is 
waiting  for  vou  to  offer  her.  That, 
whatever  your  hotshot  friends  max 
tell  you  to  the  contrary,  is  a  definite 
loss,  and  a  sad  one. 

I  wish  I  could  take  all  the  ingre- 
dients for  a  successful  marriage, 
mix  them,  and  say  "Here  Jeff  here's 
haopiness".  But  that's  not  the  way 
it  haopens  sop,  The  ingredients  are 
the  same  for  every  man  and  wife: 
it's  the  recine  that  makes  the  diffe- 
rence. AnH  that  recipe  is  something 
each  rouole  must  work  out  for 
themselves. 

I  know  it  doesn't  look  that  v.a\ 
from  vnur  side  of  the  fence.  After 
having  a  wonderful  time  with  \our 
date  tonight,  vou'11  come  home 
thinking  vou've  just  been  deeded  an 
acre  of  heaven.  That's  fine.  And 
when  you  m°e*  the  g;H  von  want  to 
marrv.  you'll  think  God  has  given 
von  the  whole  place,  and  there's  no 
feeh'ng  in  the  world  like  that.  You'll 
want  to  make  that  hapniness  a 
permanent  nart  of  \<-<ur  life,  and 
there  you  have  it.  Jeff  .  .  .  that  i> 
the  challenge  of  marriage. 

Don't  be  surprised  if  a  sudden 
fear  almost  scarces  vou  out  of 
marriage  at  the  last  moment. 
Realising  vou  are  about  to  make  a 
promise  you  must  keep  the  rest  of

instead  of  the  law  of  the  Gospel 
which  their  fathers  enjoyed,  God 
gave  them  the  law  of  carnal  com- 
mandments which  included  the  law 
of  sacrifice  and  burnt  offerings, 
with  other  outward  performances, 
for  sin;  and  then  He  ordained  and 
established  an  order  of  the  Priest- 
hood to  suit  the  conditions.  There- 
fore He  took  Moses  out  of  their 
midst  and  also  the  Holy  Priesthood. 
And  the  Lesser  Priesthood  con- 
tinued, which  Priesthood  holdeth  the 
key  of  the  ministering  of  Angels 
and  the  preparatory  Gospel. 

Aaron  (who  was  a  brother  of 
Moses  and  also  a  Levite)  with  his 
four  sons  were  elected  first  to  hold 
this  lesser  Priesthood,  and  to 
administer  in  the  Priest's  office.  But 
his  authority  was  only  a  part  of  the 
powers  of  the  Higher  Priesthood, 
hence  it  is  termed  the  Lesser.  It 
was,  in  fact,  a  new  arrangement, 
something  joined  or  added  to  the 
Melchisedek  Priesthood  and  hence 
it  is  said  to  be  an  appendage  to  the 
higher  Priesthood. 

It  seems  probable  that  Aaron, 
when  he  received  this  lesser  Priest- 
hood was  in  the  same  position  (as 
to  the  Priesthood)  that  our  Presiding 
Bishop  is.  holding  the  Melchisedek 
as  well  as  the  Aaronic  Priesthood. 

And  so  the  Priesthood  continued 
to  operate  and  be  passed  down 
until  the  time  of  Christ.  Then 
John  the  Baptist  had  the  Priesthood 
and  went  about  baptising.  Jesus 
when  He  started  His  ministry 
ordained  His  chosen  Apostles  to  the 
Higher  Priesthood. 

John  the  Baptist  was  raised  up 
and  send  as  a  forerunner  for  Christ, 
to  prepare  the  way  for  His  coming, 
and  he  was  also  sent  to  the  world 
in  this  dispensation  to  begin  the 
work  of  preparation  for  Christs 
second  advent. 

John's  ministry  came  in  the  meri- 
dain  of  time,  when  the  Gospel  was 
about  to  be  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ. 
John  went  about  teaching  repentance 
and  baptised  under  the  law  of  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood.  With  the 
coming  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  law  of 
Moses  was  fulfilled  and  new  and 
everlasting  ordinances  were  intro- 
duced.      The    Aaronic    Priesthood 


came  under  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  higher  Priesthood. 

After  the  ascension  of  Jesus  Christ 
the  Church  remained  for  some  time 
fully  organised.  Soon,  however, 
history  repeated  itself.  About  300 
years  after  Christ,  the  Church 
became  so  corrupt  that  the  Authority 
of  God  was  lost.  This  is  known  as 
the  great  Apostasy.  They  trans- 
gressed the  laws,  changed  the  ordi- 
nances and  broke  the  everlasting 
covenant. 

Finally,  as  men  broke  through  the 
darkness,  as  intelligence  became 
diffused  among  men  and  as  liberality 
of  thought  grew  and  became  re- 
spected, the  Gospel  was  restored 
with  the  authority  of  the  Priesthood 
and  the  organisation  of  the  Church. 

Early  in  the  Spring  of  1820  in  a 
wooded  grove  the  Father  and  Son 
appeared  to  the  young  boy  Joseph 
Smith.  And  through  him,  being  an 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  God. 
the  Church  was  reorganised  as  it 
existed  in  the  time  of  Christ's  so- 
journ here  on  the  earth. 

On  May  15th  while  Joseph  Smith 
and  Oliver  Cowdery  were  engaged 
in  earnest  prayer  for  instruction  con- 
cerning baptism  for  the  remission  of 
sin,  a  messenger  from  heaven 
descended  in  a  cloud  of  light.  It 
was  John  the  Baptist,  and  he  said 
that  he  had  come  under  the  direction 
of  Peter,  James  and  John.  He  laid 
his  hands  upon  the  heads  of  the  two 
young  men  and  ordained  them  to  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood,  giving  them  the 
Authority  to  baptise  each  other. 

I  pray  that  our  young  boys,  the 
sons  of  the  members  of  God's  re- 
stored Church  on  earth,  may  be 
taught  the  great  honour  and  bless- 
ings that  are  attached  to  the  office 
they  hold  as  bearers  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood.  Their  responsibility  is 
great,  and  may  they  always  strive  to 
uphold  the  high  ideals  of  this 
Priesthood. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  those  who 
have  worked  so  diligently  to  earn 
their  awards.  To  those  who  have 
not  as  yet  earned  these  awards,  I 
wish  to  send  a  word  of  encourage- 
ment. It  is  an  opportunity  provided 
by  the  Church  for  each  boy  to  pre- 
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pare  himself  for  greater  blessings, 
even  the  honour  of  someday  receiv- 
ing the  Higher  Priesthood. 

To  the  parents  I  wish  to  convey 
the  message  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants    as   given    in    Section   68 


verse  28.  "And  they  shall  teach 
their  children  to  pray  and  walk  up 
rightly  before  CJod." 

This  commandment  leaves  no 
question  as  to  the  responsibility  of 
parents  to  teach  their  children.

your  life  is  enough  to  frighten  any- 
body. Your  mother  and  I  felt  that 
on  our  wedding  day.

We  were  silent  for  a  moment  and 
then    the    horrible    thought    hit    me.

"Do  you?" 

"Sure,"  I  said,  "We'll  work  out 
everything  all  right." 

"Of  course  we  will."  she  said,  but 
with  what  seemed  to  be  more  hope 
than  confidence.  And  so  we  met  at 
the  altar  an  hour  later,  still  scared 
by  the  bigness  of  what  we  were  be- 
ginning and  being  afraid  together 
only  made  us  need  each  other  more. 
I  suspect  we  have  always  remained 
a  little  afraid.  Marriage  is  a  living 
thing,  Jeff,  and  as  such  it  is  subiect 
to  change.  Being  a  litle  afraid  is 
good,  because  it  makes  you  eager  to 
please,  and  anv  changes  that  sprout 
from  that  attitude  can  only  be  im- 
provements. 

But  your  marriage  can,  go  the 
other  way  if  you  forget  that  the 
woman  you  marrv  w'll  always  re- 
main an  individual.  When  the  two 
of  you  sav  "I  do,"  you  sign  an 
alliance,  not  a  surrender.  Like  all 
women,  vour  mother  thinks  that  she 
and  I  are  not  two  separate  people, 
but  one  soul  inhab'tating  two 
bodies.  That's  a  nice  thought,  Jeff, 
but  it  isn't  true  of  all  married 
counles. 

Nothing  miraculous  takes  place 
when  two  peoole  marry,  a  man  and 
a  woman  who  love  each  other 
merelv  announce  to  the  world  that 
they're  going  to  take  a  chance  at 
the  tough  job  nf  living  together 
harmoniouslv.  Thev  remain  their 
separate  selves,  with  their  own 
opinions,  their  own  whims,  their 
own  human  interests.  The  harmony 
results  from  compromising  those 
differences.      And    you    can't    ration 


those  compromises;  out  of  your  love 
you  develop  a  sensitivity  that  tells 
you  when  either  should  step  back 
Whether  or  not  you  obey  that  sensi- 
tivity decides  how  well  you're  going 
to  get  along. 

At  first,  your  mother  and  I  went 
overboard,  and  it  seemed  that  we 
both  wanted  to  be  henpecked.  All 
our  conversations  started  with  "If 
you'd  like  to,"  and  "If  you  don't 
mind"  and  "If  it's  all  right  with 
you  .  ."  Then  we  realised  that  our 
courtship  had  been  so  much  fun 
because  we  took  turns  being  the 
leader.  After  that,  when  an  in- 
surmontable  difference  arose,  we 
compromised. 

You'll  find  yourself  conceding 
many  decisions  to  your  wife,  and 
you  should.  She  needs  that  as  assu- 
rance of  your  confidence  in  her.  just 
as  she  needs  an  unexpected  bouquet. 
and  unsolicited  compliments,  or  a 
spontaneous  kiss  to  remind  her  of 
how  much  you  love  her. 

I  noticed,  Jeff  that  out  of  \our 
desire  to  please  your  date  to-night 
vou  grew  increasingly  excited  as  the 
big  hour  neared.  Yet  that  was  just 
a  sample  of  what  it  will  be  like  to 
return  home  to  your  wife  each  night. 
and  when  that  excitement  fades, 
merely  from  time  and  habit,  an  im- 
portant part  of  your  happiness  will 
die 

If  you  marry  the  right  girl  Jeff. 
you  will  never  quite  lose  the 
suddenly  quick  heart  when  you  hear 
her  footstep,  or  her  voice  on  the 
phone,  or  even  when  vou  find  in 
your  pocket  the  shopping  list  she 
wrote  for  vou  days  ago.  The  slight- 
est reminder  of  her — just  referring 
to  her  as  "my  wife"  .  .  .  will  hold  a 
keen,  warm  nleasure  which  never 
comoletelv  fades. 

Little  things?  Yes.  But  a  happy 
marriage  must  have  those  minor 
miracles.  You  are  not  in  love  only 
at  Christmas  or  on  birthda\s  or 
anniversaries:  you're  in  love  everv 
minute  and  60  seconds  is  just  enough 
time  for  hands  to  touch,  for  eyes  to 
meet  in  a  crowded  room,  for  smiles 
to  exchange  a  hundred  secrets. 

However  the  adjustments  of  being 
married  sometimes  hit  a  snag.  When 
that   happens,   son.   you're   on    \our 
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own.  It's  like  standing  at  the  edge 
of  a  cliff  with  a  strong  wind  at  your 
back  .  .  .  Then,  for  a  minute,  for 
hours,  perhaps  for  days,  a  little 
something  nips  at  your  heart;  but 
suddenly  comes  a  rush  of  tears  and 
babbled  apologies,  and  you  grab  at 
love  with  the  violent  relief  that 
another  of  life's  big  crises  is  over. 

Sometimes  you'll  think  that  you'll 
explode  with  love.  You'll  want  your 
wife  with  a  fury  that  makes  you 
tremble,  and  the  moments  when  you 
share  that  hunger  will  be  the 
crescendoes  of  your  love.  But  don't 
expect  that  every  time. 

You  see.  Jeff,  a  woman's  love  has 
many  tender  roots  and  she  is  loving 
you  as  she  irons  your  shirts,  cooks 
your  breakfast,  shops  for  you,  or 
merely  sits  with  you  in  the  same 
room.  Her  heart  and  body  are  com- 
prised more  delicately  than  a  man's 
and  she  has  less  need  for  physical 
volcanoes.  You  must  realise  that,  if 
you  want  your  wife  to  look  upon 
your  private  moments  as  the  beauti- 
ful adventures  they  should  be.  you 
must  sense  when  she  is  ready  to 
bring  you  her  own  desires  and  when 
she  merely  accepts  yours.  Aware  of 
the  differences,  it  becomes  your 
duty  to  sacrifice  yourself  for  her. 

Some  men  don't  see  it  that  way. 
They  resent  that  sacrifice  and  every 
compromise  they  have  to  make. 
They  go  into  marriage  blind  to  the 
fact  tnat  it's  success  results  only 
from  countless  adjustments.  And  so 
thev  are  susceptible  to  the  first  pretty 
little  willing  thing  strolling  by.  who 
appears  to  demand  less  and  give 
more  than  their  wives. 

And  there  Jeff,  is  what  I've  been 
thinking  about  all  evening  since  you 
rushed  out  on  your  date.  Fidelity, 
in  mv  opimon,  is  a  law  of  the  con- 
science. It  is  an  innate  loyalty  to 
ideals  a  man  has  all  his  life. 

Right  now  you  owe  fidelity  to 
your  mother  and  me  and  all  the 
things  we've  tried  to  teach  you.  You 
owe  it  to  your  countrv.  your  church. 
your  school,  your  friends,  the  man 
who  will  be  your  boss,  and  one  day 
vou  will  owe  it  to  your  wife.  In- 
fidelity" is  like  committing  treason 
against  yourself.

Because  of  it,  something  that 
was  intended  to  be  good  and  beauti- 
ful is  suddenly  tainted,  and  there  is 
no  peace  in  knowing  that  you  are 
guilty  of  destruction. 

That's  what  I  want  you  to  remem- 
ber. Jeff,  above  everything  else,  and 
then  all  the  other  things  will  fall 
into  place,  just  as  I  know  you  want 
them  to. 

By  far  the  grandest  thrill  of  such 
a  love  are  the  children  who  become 
part  of  your  family.  The  fullest 
moment  of  your  life.  Jeff,  will  come 
the  first  time  you  look  down  at  the 
new  baby  in  your  wife's  arms.  In 
that  pink,  wrinkled,  screeching 
bundle  of  humanity  is  the  fulfill- 
ment of  all  the  dreams  of  your 
wedding  day.  the  revival  of  the 
promises  you  made.

the  Holy  Ghost  by  laying  on  of 
hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the 
sin  be  upon  the  heads  of  the 
parents.  D.  &  C.  68:25 

These  instructions  were  given 
at  the  time  Oliver  Cowdery  left 
Kirtland  to  go  to  Jackson  County, 
where  the  saints  were  beginning 
to  settle  in  1831,  and  from  which 
they  were  driven  in  1834  because 
they  did  not  keep  these  and  other 
commandments. 

When  the  Prophet  asked  the 
Lord  why  the  saints  could  not 
have  been  established  in  Zion,  the 
Lord  said  it  was  because  they 
could  not  keep  the  command- 
ments He  had  given  them. 

The  lives  of  the  parents  must 
be  exemplary  lives  if  they  are  to 
affect  the  children  for  good.  Live 
the  Gospel  so  that  your  children 
will  love  and  respect  you.  Be  full 
of  love  and  understanding  for 
them,  but  teach  them  what  is 
good  and  what  is  bad.     Doing  so 


cannot  fail  to  bring  its  reward. 
Lincoln  had  little  schooling,  he 
was  taught  principally  by  his 
mother.  Of  her  he  said,  "All 
that  I  am,  and  all  that  I  hope  to 
be  I  owe  to  my  angel  mother." 
What  a  wonderful  thing  to  have 
a  son  say  of  his  mother. 

Note  the  great  lesson  in  the  first 
verse  of  the  Book  of  Mormon — 
"I  Nephi,  having  been  born  of 
goodly  parents,  therefore  I  was 
taught." 

Nephi  had  a  nephew  by  the 
name  of  Enos,  the  son  of  his 
brother  Jacob,  who  in  the  1st 
paragraph  of  his  short  book  of  1 
chapter,  teaches  the  same  lesson, 
"Behold  it  came  to  pass,"  he  said, 
"that  I,  Enos,  knowing  that  my 
father  was  a  just  man — for  he 
taught  me  in  his  language,  and 
also  in  the  nature  and  admoni- 
tions of  the  Lord."  Now  just  an- 
other thought.  We  will  not  save 
all  our  children,  maybe  some  of 
them  may  get  lost.  Father  Adam 
lost  Cain,  Father  Lehi  lost  Laman 
and  Lemuel.  History  tells  us 
that  occasionally  good  parents 
who  taught  their  children  lost  a 
child.  They  are  spared  one  great 
sorrow,  however,  the  sorrow  that 
they  are  to  blame  for  not  teaching 
the  wayward  child. 

God  bless  us  as  parents  and 
teachers  that  we  will  have  the 
ability  to  live  and  teach  our 
children  as  we  should,  if  we  do 
great  will  be  our  joy.
